right smart at- times, but it takes a great 
deal to make me grunt. I can stand a 
leap. You ought to have seen me when 
[ was burned. My ears were as big as 
four fist and my head as big as a half 
rashel measure. I was a regular sight. 
You can ask my wife there," and he ro- 
'erred the reporter to a pleasant woman 
who sat near. 


The work of putting now eyelids upon 


;he unfortunate contracter is to be done 
by Dr. F. D. Edsall, who said that he 
would cut the material for Mr. Chaffee's 
eyelids out of the patient's arm. Except 
!or his burns Mr. Chaffee was in a 
lealthy condition, and his own cuticle 
would perhaps knit more rapidly than 
;hat from another person. 
The new 


eyelids will be bere£t of eyelashes, but 
utility and a cure is what is sought after 
rather than beauty in this case.—Pitts- 
aurg Post. 


Twenty Found Salmon for a Cent Apiece. 


The present wonderful run of salmon 


aas BO glutted the market that for some 
time these silver sided beauties have 
been selling at five conts apiece, but the 
price took a tumble yesterday and sev- 
eral fishermen sold a boat load of fine 
salmon, weighing about twenty pounds 
each, at the pitiful price of one cent 
apiece. 
One cent for a twenty pound 


silver salmon, the iinest quality of that 
excellent fish, is the lowest price perhaps 
that a food fish ever sold for in this or 
any other country, but salmon are so 
plentiful that people do not know what 
to do with them. 


It is estimated that enough fish could 


be taken there in one day to fill 1,000 
barrels. Fishermen say they can make 
big money by selling salmon at a cent 
apiece to the canneries if they will only 
buy all they can catch. One man caught 
fourteen with a gill hook attached to a 
hoe handle yesterday, and another man 
claims to have found them in such num- 
bers in shallow water in the Dtmgeness 
that'he threw them out with a pitchfork 
and soon got fish enough to last for a 
month.—Fort Townsend Leader.

This species grows to a length of"twen- 
ty-five feot and to the weight of one ton, 
being surpassed in size only by the bask- 
ing shark. It is a relative of the enor- 
mous shark whose teeth occur fossil in 
the phosphate beds of South Carolina. 
Any shark measuring nine or ten feet in 
length is liable to be called a man eater, 
and not without warrant, for all of them 
will attack r> in with slight provocation 
or when bullonng from hunger.—Forest 
and Sliealn.

Dan Huffaker Writes to the Secretary of 


Agriculture Concerning It. 


There has always been more or less con- 


troversy as to what constituted the so- 
called U. S. rule for tbe measurement of 
hay in the stack. 
To settle this matter, 


some weeks ago Dan Hnffaker of this place 
wrote a letter to Secretary Rusk of the 
Agricultural Department, Washington, and 
s few days since received an answer. In it 
Secretary Rusk stated that there was no 
regular authorized rule for the measure- 
ment of hay purchased by the United 
States, but that they used a rule of meas- 
urement which was commonly called the 
U. S. rule, and by which all hay purchased 
for the Government is measured. 


It specifies (bat a seven- foot cube, or 313 


cubic feet,ot bay that has been four months 
in the stack constitutes a toil, or an eight- 
foot on be, 512 onbio feet, of bay just 
stacked, is a ton. A cubic yard of well set- 
tled hay, be estimates, will weigh 1 
pounds, and of freshly stacked hay, 132 
pounds.

Deaf Matm made to Heav. 


In every age prolonged struggles have 


bfeen made against deafness; there have 
been special physicians, special instru- 
ments and special remedies for tbe ear. 
The acoustic cornet of Dr. Larrey, in- 
tended to be concealed in the huir; tho 
acoustic bell of Dr. Itard, acoustic tubes, 
dilating tubes, artificial ears of metal, 
silk and gutta percha, audiphones, auri- 
cular microphones, conches, artificial 
tympanums, even acoustic fans for the 
use of ladies, hare had at di\ers, times 
a reputation more or lass dest'tveel. Fi- 
nally, the announcement w.is made a 
few days ago that a new acoustic horn 
had been found which not only enabled 
the deaf to hear, but which diminished 
nnd even conquered deafness. 


The apparatus is composed of a large 


bell of enameled metal, united by a 
gutta percha tube, about fifty centime- 
ters in length, to a little bone tube cov- 
ered with gutta percho, which extends 
somewhat beyond it. Tho tube is cov- 
ered outside by a light shift intended to 
arrest all foreign vibrations. The little 
tube penetrates jppo tllP auditory pas- 
sage 
and 
^touches 
the tympanum. 


Thanks to this, riot a sound, not «, breath 
is_lost on the patient, and no matter how 
little hearing remains to the subject he 
perceives sounds and noises; that is to 
say, vowels and consonants, and finally 
he even hears words. The sounds are 
clear, without buzzing, without reso- 
nance and with a lemarkable intensity. 
—New York Telegram.
